Georgia Gets 
$9 Million 
School Bill

ATLANTA, '(AP)-Gov;. Ernest 


Vandivcr today proposed n 8 mil- 
ion dollar public school building 
program 
and 
a pay 
raise 
for 


eachei s, but told the Georgia Leg- 
slalurc he is still, determined to 
close schools if necessary tc pre- 
vent integration. 


In a message lor' delivery to 


the opening session nf 
WIG Gen- 


eral Assembly, the governor pro- 
posed to increase state spending 
about 40 millions a year without 
increasing-taxes. 


A substantial'"part of the 
in- 


crease would be devoted to financ- 
ing a 100 .million authority type 
construction program 
of schools, 


hospitals and prisons;. 


The governor did1 not ask for 


any new segregation legislation— 
the first time in years that no 
such administration measures will 
be offered. 


But Vandiver declared 
sternly, 


"we will resist. . .we will exhaust 
every legal means and remedy 
ciVciil&blc to us." 


He took indirect notico of the 


Atlanta school situation; where an 
integration 
order 
\v(as 
delayed 


only to allow the 'Legislature to 
consider the matter. 


"During recent weeks," he said, 


"events have moved us closer and 
closer to the threat of open con- 
flict bctveon federal autlfority and 
state authority over operation of 
Georgia's public schools." 


The governor declared such con- 


flict could be avoided by both 
races "working in harmony volun- 
tarily under our traditional pat- 
tern of segregation for concrot.'. 
advancement of those
